$50,000 his punishment consisted in 
having to hunt another job.

original work— that is, he made few 
frte hand forgeries. 
. It is said .his scheme was to take a 
genuine note, place it over a blank 
note, and then with a tsylus, follow 
the lines and curves 
of Ihe 
name 


signed on the true paper. This made 
st faint indtentation on the blank note 
underneath, where he subsequently 
traccd with ink. 


On some notes there is evidence of 


•writing, over lead 
pencil tracings. 


This •was done by placing a piece of 
paper with the underside bearing a 
slight coating of graphite between tho 
genuine and the blank form.

yelled denunciation iison Kowalski's.family and the bank officers, while some 
dashed up to the door or the house and" tore from the knob the crepe and the 
wreath of flowers, tearing the emblems of death into tatters and trampling 
them under foot.

Milwaukee Avenue bank for five years 
and 
an employe of the bank 13 


years, rising gradually from office 
boy to teller, shot and killed him- 
self "at his home. Criticism by neigh- 
bors and lifelong friends, who accused 
him of a share in the downfall of the 
bank, is believed to have driven Kow- 
alski to his death. For two days he 
was despondent and members of his 
family kept a close watch over him. 
He returned home while the family 
was away from home and his dead 
body was found four hours later.

He is de- 
termined that the state law must be 
obsreved. 
If the packers refuse ' to 


withdraw objectionable stuff from the 
market prosecutions will follow.

Negroes From Jamaica Find It Too 


Great a Task to Cleave the Isthmus. 
If Experiment With Coolies Proves 
Successful Large Numbers of Them 
Will Be Used at Panama. 


Washington. Aug. II.—It is finally 


decided to make a tost of employing 
coolie labor on the Panama canal. 


Organized lybor has offered much 


opposition to ilie use of contract Chi- 
nese labor, but the Jamaican woik- 
men have proven inadequate, suffi- 
cient Spaniards can not be had imme- 
diately to rush the work, and the Chi- 
nese are the last hope of the com- 
mission. 


President Roosevelt, Secretaiy Taft, 


Chairman Shonts of the isthmian ca- 
nal commission and other men promi- 
nently identified with the canal work 
are known to have delayed employing 
Chinese until it became evident that 
the other help available is not equal 
to the demands. The administration 
has taken the position that the canai 
must be dug at any cost, and although 
the president urged that there be no 
haste in employing Chinese, he did 
not stand permanently in the way ot 
the plan to try coolies. 


Contracts for employment of 2,r>UU 


Chinamen for canal work have been 
prepared and advertisements will be 
issued by the isthmian canal commis- 
sion in a few days asking for pro- 
posals frofn labor agents. 


If the 2,500 Chinamen prove a suc- 


cess, it is likely that many more will 
be taken to the isthmus to do the 
work, which is too hard for the Ja- 
maicans 
employed there in 
large 


numbers. 


If the contractors obtaining help 


for the commission do not pay more 
on the isthmus than Chinese are paid 
in other parts of the world it is be- 
lieved the daily wage of the coolies 
will be less than that of the Jamaicans 
on the isthmus. 


It is the intention of the commis- 


to ask bids from labor agents, 


who will arrange with the Chinese 
government for the exportation 
ot 


labor, transport the Chinese to the 
isthmus under contract to work for a 
fixed wage and ship them back to 
China, thus relieving the commission 
of all detail work and ail responsi- 
bility. A bond will be required of all 
contractors for a. satisfactory 
fulfill- 


ment of any contract they may enter 
into with the commission. 


There are said to be about 30 labor 


agencies which supply Chinese to con- 
tractors in all parts of the world. 
These agents are familiar with all the 
Chinese laws, stand ready to pay 
money to the families of men who are
